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LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL. 

August 14, 1918.

William D. Stephens, Governor, 
Sacramento^ California. 

Sir : We have the honor to transmit herewith our first report for the 
period ending June 30, 1918. 

In compliance with the provisions of chapter 723, statutes of 1917, the 
board of managers, met, organized, and elected officers for the year. 
Rules and regulations for the proper conduct of the business of the 
board of managers, as well as rules and regulations to cover the conduct 
of the bureau employees, were adopted. From the eligible list of appli- 
cants furnished by the Civil Service Commission, the board of man- 
agers selected the most competent persons on the list for the several 
positions of the bureau, disregarding personal and political factors, 
with the result that there is now in the bureau an enthusiastic, energetic, 
and efficient corps of workers. In the selection of equipment we were 
aided by the best known identification experts in the country. This 
equipment has been placed in the well-lighted office adjoining the 
Motor Vehicle Department. 

The purpose of the bureau is to assist peace officers in their efforts to 
suppress crime, by furnishing to them information leading to the 
apprehension and identification of criminals, and in this connection it 
is interesting to note that in the first six months of its existence the 
bureau succeeded in locating stolen property valued at $19,015 and 
identified 227 criminals as previous offenders. These figures when 
carefully analyzed prove the value of the bureau as a crime preventive 
agency. Experts in handwriting, chemical analysis and microscopy 
are important auxiliaries in criminal investigation. Their testimony, 
however, is often viewed with suspicion by juries who believe that the 
expert colors his evidence to favor his client. We believe that these 
experts ought to be employed by the state and attached to the Bureau 
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of Criminal Identification and Investigation, and should render service 
to the peaee officers throughout the state without cost to the several 
counties and municipalities, other than the expenses incident to 
traveling. 

We recommend that section 2 of chapter 723, statutes of 1917, be 
amended to provide a salary of $3,600 per annum for the superintendent 
of the bureau. 

Our thanks are due to the Board of Control, the Purchasing Depart- 
ment, the Motor Vehicle Department, and the Civil Service Commission 
for their kind assistance and co-operation. 

Your friendly advice and assistance has materially aided in enabling 
the board of managers to carry out the provisions and purposes of the 
act creating the Bureau of Criminal Identification and Investigation.

Since the inauguration of the bureau on January 1, 1918, we have 
received excellent co-opera£ionTrom the peace officers of the state of 
California in particular, as well as those of the United States and 
Canada in general. 

The number of identifications made of persons having previous 
records is above the ordinary, when taking into consideration the fact 
that every record from which identifications were made has been filed 
during the past six months. 

The amount of stolen property recovered through the bureau is 
most gratifying, exceeding the amount expended for the maintenance 
of the bureau by $6,054.48. 

That the state bureau has been of service to our state and nation, 
since its institution, is evidenced by the following communications 
received from a few officials whom we have been able to assist directly :

Owing to the fact that this office is not as yet fully equipped to 
make photos and finger print records, we have had occasion to call 
on you quite frequently, and have been greatly assisted by your 
office in this way.

The present efficiency of the bureau must not only be maintained, 
but must be increased. This can be done by every peace official in this 
state complying to the fullest extent with the provisions of the act 
creating the bureau ; by sustaining the support of the peace officials of 
other states and territories ; and by an appropriation sufficient to extend 
the scope of the clearing house activities. 

Reports of lost, stolen and' pawned property, crimes committed, 
criminals apprehended, persons wanted and their mode of operation, 
forwarded to the bureau by police officials of the state, should be 
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uniform, to facilitate the filing thereof. This can be done without 
extra expense, and in some instances will actually decrease expenses. 

Reports of crimes committed and criminals arrested should contain as 
much detail regarding the method in which the crime was committed, 
or the manner in which the criminal arrested operated, as it is possible 
to obtain, such as the color of persons attacked; time of attack; by 
whom attacked ; color and number of attackers ; description of attackers ; 
property attacked ; how attacked ; method or means of attack ; object of 
attack; and the individual characteristic or trademark of attacker. 
The information thus obtained is indexed by the Robinson Find'ex 
System, enabling the bureau to inform a peace officer of a city or county 
where a series of some special type of crime is committed, who the 
criminals are that employ that particular method of operation in the 
commission of crime. 

Circulars of persons wanted and jewelry lost or stolen should be 
forwarded to the bureau immediately, as the loss of a day may allow 
the person wanted to pass through the hands of some other department. 
In several instances, jewelry stolien has not been reported until after 
the property has been found on an arrested person. In these cases, 
not being able to establish the identity of the jewelry, the arrested per- 
sons have been released and the property returned to them. 

The following cities and penitentiaries outside of the state have 
already contributed finger print records of their arrests to this bureau 
or have signified their intention of doing so: Baltimore, Maryland; 
Beaumont, Texas ; Burlington, Iowa ; Colorado Springs , Colorado ; 
Denver, Colorado; El Paso, Texas; Houston, Texas; Kansas City, 
Missouri; New Orleans, Louisiana; Ogden, Utah; Omaha, Nebraska; 
Reno, Nevada ; Salt Lake City, Utah ; Seattle, Washington ; and Wichita, 
Kansas; Colorado State Prison, Kansas State Prison, Nevada State 
Prison, Massachusetts State Prison, Michigan State Prison, Montana 
State Prison, Oklahoma State Prison, and Oregon State Prison. 

Records from the above institutions are invaluable to the state, and 
are furnished by the heads of the departments to show their willingness 
to assist in the upbuilding of this bureau. They receive nothing in 
return, except previous records of criminals on file in the bureau, or the 
return of an escaped prisoner or parole violator who is apprehended 
by some of the departments contributing records, and identified by the 
bureau. 

Means should be adopted whereby duplicates of the finger prints of 
the prisoners received at San Quentin could be reproduced and ex- 
changed with institutions outside of the state who are helping to make 
this bureau a valuable asset to the taxpayers and a terror to evil doers, 
for it is a well-known fact that criminals shun localities which main- 
tain a modem identification bureau. 
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Experts in chemical analysis, microscopy, and handSvriting should be 
added to the personnel of the bureau, in order that the peace oflScers 
of the state could receive the best unprejudiced opinions obtainable in 
all criminal matters where experts are required. 

To put into operation the above suggestions, in addition to the. present 
work, would necessitate increasing the appropriation for the bureau to 
the amount of eighty-five thousand dollars ($85,000), or so much 
thereof as is necessary properly to conduct the bureau in order to obtain 
the best results for all concerned. 

I desire to extend a hearty thanks to the board of managers of the 
bureau, the executive officials of the state, and the peace officers and 
wardens of the United States and Canada for the splendid support given 
toward the successful upbuilding of the State Bureau of Criminal 
Identification and Investigation.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS OF THE STATE 
BUREAU OF CRIMINAL IDENTIFICATION AND INVESTIGATION. 

Abticle I. 

Section 1. The purpose of the Bureau of Crimiual Identification and Investiga- 
tion is to furnish to the United States officers or officers of other states or territories, 
or possessions of the United States, or peace officers of other countries duly authorized 
to receive same, and all peace officers of the state of California, such information 
as will assist in the prevention of crime, identification, detection and apprehension 
of criminals, and the recovery of stolen property. 

Sec. 2. Unless otherwise provided, Robert's "Rules of Order" will govern the 
meetings of this body. 

Sec. 3. The board of managers will meet at the call of the chair, or at the 
written request of two members thereof. 

Sec. 4. A change of rules shall be by majority vote. 

Sec. 5. No expenses shall be incurred other than those expressly authorized by 
act 723, statutes of 1917. 



RULES AND REGULATIONS OF THE CALIFORNIA STATE BUREAU OF 
CRIMINAL IDENTIFICATION AND INVESTIGATION. 

ABTlCfLE I. 

Section 1. Employees of the bureau are required to be neat and clean in per- 
sonal habits, to be polite in their dealings with citizens and officers, to be promptly 
and thoroughly obedient to orders, and alert and clean in their duties, endeavoring 
always to become more conversant with the work and objects of the bureau. They 
are required to restrain themselves under annoyance, to keep their tempers under 
control, to say too little rather than too much, and to remember that they are paid 
to assist in the prevention of crime, the identification, detection and apprehension of 
criminals, and the recovery of stolen property. 

Sec. 2. All communications received pertaining to any business of the State 
Bureau of Identification and Investigation, whether addressed to the superintendent 
or otherwise, must be referred to the superintendent and shall become a permanent 
record of said bureau. 

Sec. 3. No plates, photographs, outline pictures, descriptions, information, or 
records of any description shall be given out or taken from the office of the State 
Bureau of Identification and Investigation, except as provided for in the act 723, 
statutes of 1917. 

Sec. 4. All unnecessary conversation, loud or unusual noises, and singing or 
whistling in the bureau is hereby prohibited. 

Sec. 5. No person other than the employees of the bureau shall be admitted to 
any room where records are kept, without permission of the superintendent. No 
employee shall permit property of the State Bureau of Identification and Investiga- 
tion to be used for private purposes or to be loaned or removed, without first having 
secured permission from the board of managers. 

Sec. 6. Employees of the bureau shall report their place of residence, telephone, 
date and place of birth, age, whether married or single, and former occupation. 

Sec. 7. All telegrams, postal cards, circulars, letters and telephonic communica- 
tions relating to any business of the bureau, must be sent by the superintendent, or 
with his consent. Any violation of this rule shall be deemed sufficient cause for 
removal. 
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Abticle IL 

Superintendent. 

Section 1. The superintendent shall have direct control and management of 
the bureau. 

Sec. 2. The superintendent shall assign such duties to the employees of the 
bureau as may be necessary to comply with the provisions of the act 723, statutes 
of 1917. 

Sec. 3. The superintendent shall have authority to suspend or remove from the 
bureau, any employee of the bureau for disobedience of orders or violations of the 
rules and regulations, subject to such civil service rules and regulations as may be 
now or hereafter in force and effect. 

Sec. 4. The superintendent shall have the power to grant employees of the 
bureau leaves of absence, with or without pay, subject to the approval of the State 
Civil Service Commission. 

Sec. 5. The superintendent shall devote his whole time to the management of 
the bureau. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the superintendent to procure and file for record 
and report in the bureau, as far as such can be procured, all plates, photographs, 
outline pictures, descriptions, information and measurements of all persons who have 
been or shall hereafter be convicted of felony, or imprisoned for violating any of 
the military, naval, or criminal laws of the United States of America, and of all 
well-known and habitual criminals from wherever procurable. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the superintendent to file or cause to be filed all 
plates, photographs, outline pictures, measurements, information and descriptions 
which shall be received by the bureau, and he shall make a complete and systematic 
record and index of the same, providing thereby a method of convenience, consulta- 
tion and comparison. It shall be the duty of the superintendent to furnish, upon 
application, all information pertaining to the identification of any person, or persons, 
a plate, photograph, outline picture, description, measurement, or any data of 
which person there is a record in this office. Such information shall be furnished 
to the United States officers or officers of other states or territories, or i)ossessions 
of the United States, or peace officers of other countries duly authorized to receive 
the same, and all peace officers of the state of California, which application shall be 
in writing and accompanied by a certificate signed by the officer making such appli- 
cation, stating that the information applied for is necessary in the interest of the 
due administration of the laws, and not for the purpose of assisting a private 
citizen in carrying on his personal interests or in maliciously, or uselessly harassing, 
degrading or humilating any person or persons. 

Sec. 8. In this bureau may be used the following systems of identification : the 
Bertillon, the finger print system, and any other system of measurement that may 
be adopted by law in the various penal institutions. It shall be the duty of the 
superintendent to keep on file in this office a record consisting of duplicates of all 
measurements, processes, operations, signaletic cards, plates, photographs, outline 
pictures, measurements and descriptions of all persons confined in penal institutions 
in this state as far as possible, in accordance with whatever system or systems 
may be in vogue in this state. 

Sec. 9. In order to assist in the recovery of lost or stolen property and in the 
arrest and prosecution of criminals, it is hereby made the duty of the superintendent 
to keep a complete record of all reports filed with the bureau, of all X)ersonal property 
stolen, lost, found, pledged, or pawned in any city or county in this state. 

Sec. 10. The superintendent shall provide for the installation of a modus 
operandi system, and file, or cause to be filed therein, cards containing an outline of 
the method of operation employed by criminals in the commission of crime. 

Sec. 11. The superintendent shall keep a record of all members of the bureau, 
which record shall contain the name, residence, telephone, date and place where 
born, age, whether married or single, former occupation, date of appointment, pro- 
motion, reduction and separation from the bureau, showing cause therefor. 
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Sec. 12. The superintendent shall keep a record of all requisitions for materials 
and supplies used by the bureau, and shall not aflfix his signature to a voucher for 
the payment of any bill until the materials and supplies have been received by him. 

Sec. 13. The superintendent shall prepare the necessary demands oa the Board 
of Control, and shall keep the accounts of the department in a correct and orderly 
manner. He shall also prepare a complete inventory of department property, as 
required by the Board of Control. 

Sec. 14. The superintendent shall make monthly, annual and biennial reports 
to each member of the board of managers.

(i) Other statistics or data as will assist the board of managers in determin- 
ing the effectiveness of the bureau. 

(i) Such other information as the board of managers may request. 

Sec. 15. The superintendent shall furnish to each of the board of managers, an 
annual report, incorporating therein a summary of the work performed in the bureau 
for the year, with suggestions and recommendations for the betterment of the 
service. 

Sec. 10. The biennial report, in addition to the information contained in the 
monthly and annual reports, shall contain a budget for the two following years. 

Article III. 

Section 1. The assistant superintendent shall be under the direction of, and 
responsible to, the superintendent, and shall perform such duties as may be required 
to conduct the business of the bureau. 

Sec. 2. During the absence of the superintendent, the assistant superintendent 
shall have direct control and management of the bureau. 

Sec. 3. The assistant superintendent shall devote his whole time to the work of 
the bureau.

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CHAPTER 723. 

An act creating a state bureau of criminal identification and investigation^ 
providing for its organization and defining its powers and dvJties and 
making an appropriation to carry out the provisions hereof j and repealing 
an act entitled ^^ An act to create a state bureau of criminal identification, 
and providing for the appointment of a director of said bureau, defining 
his duties arid qualifications and powers; providing for the appointment 
of a derk of said bureau and fixing his qualifications; fixing compensa- 
tion of said director and derk, providing for the manner of paying the 
same and providing for the expense of conduding the office,^* approved 
March 20, 1905. 

[Approved May 31, 1917; Statutes 1917, page 1391.] 
[Amended 1921 ; Statutes 1921, page 1662.] 

The people of the State of California do enad as follows: 

Section 1. There is hereby created a state bureau of criminal identifi- 
cation and investigation. 

Sec. 2. Within ten days after this act goes into effect, it will be the 
duty of the governor to appoint a board of managers of said bureau, 
consisting of three members: one of whom shall be a chief of police of an 
incorporated city within the State of CaUfornia, and one to be a duly 
elected, qualified and acting sheriff of a county within said state, and one 
to be a duly elected, qualified and acting district attorney of a county 
within said state; one member of said board shall be appointed to hold 
office for the term of two years, one member shall be appointed to hold 
office for the term of three years, and one member to be appointed to 
hold office for the term of four years, and thereafter, all appointments 
shall be for the full term of four years; provided, however, that should 
the term of any such member of the said board expire as such chief of 
police, or such sheriff, or such district attorney, he shall cease to be a 
member of the said board; and provided, further, that the governor shall 
fill all vacancies created in said board by the appointment of the same 
kind of an officer as was his predecessor. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of said board of managers within ten 
days after its appointment to take absolute control and management of 
said bureau, to meet and organize by choosing one of their number to 
be president, to make and adopt such rules as are necessary for proper 
conduct of their business as such board of managers, to provide for the 
appointment of a superintendent and such other employees as may be 
required; said appointments to be made by the said board of managers 
from an eligible list provided for such purpose by the civil service com- 
mission; also to provide equipment for said bureau, with necessary furni- 
ture, fixtures, apparatus, appurtenances, appliances and materials as 
are necessary for the collection, filing and preservation of all criminal 
records both as to identification and investigation of criminals, and 
stolen, lost, found, pledged or pawned property. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of said board of managers to procure and 
file for record and report in their office, as far as such can be procured, 
all plates, photos, outline pictures, descriptions, information and measure-

ments of all persons who have been or shall hereafter be convicted of 
felony, or imprisoned for violating any of the military, naval, or criminal 
laws of the United States of America, and of all weU-known and habitual 
criminals from Wherever procurable. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of said board of managers to file or cause 
to be filed all plates, photographs, outline pictures, measurements, 
information and description which shall be received by it by virtue of its 
oflBice and it shall make a complete and systematic record and index of 
the same, providing thereby a method of convenience, consultation and 
comparison. It shall be the duty of said board of managers to furnish, 
upon appUcation, all information pertaining to the identification of any 
person, or persons, a plate, photograph, outline picture, description, 
measurement, or any data of which person there is a record in its ofiBce. 
Such information shall be furnished to the United States oflBicers or 
officers of other states or territories, or possession of the United States 
or peace officers of other countries duly authorized to receive the same, 
and all peace officers of the State of California, which appUcation shall 
be in writing and accompanied by a certificate signed by the officer making 
such application, stating that the information appUed for is encessary in 
the interest of the due administration of the laws, and not for the purpose 
of assisting a private citizen in carrying on his personal interests or in 
maliciously, or uselessly, harassing, degrading or humiUating any person 
or persons. 

Sec. 6. In this bureau may be used the following systems of identifica- 
tion : the Bertillon, the finger print system and any system of measure- 
ment that may be adopted by law in the various penal institutions of 
the state. It shall be the duty of said board of managers to keep on file 
in its office a record consisting of duplicates of all measurements, processes, 
operations, signalletic cards, plates, photographs, outline pictures, 
measurements and descriptions of all persons confined in penal institu- 
tions of this state as far as possible, in accordance with whatever system 
or systems may be in vogue in this state. 

Sec. 7. Suitable offices for the proper conduct of the bureau shall be 
provided for by the superintendent of capitol buildings and grounds. 

Sec. 8. It is hereby made the duty of the sheriiBfs of the several counties 
of the State of California, the chiefs of poUce of incorporated cities therein 
and marshals of incorporated cities and towns therein to furnish to the 
said bureau daily copies of finger prints on standardized eight by eight 
inch cards, and descriptions of all such persons arrested who in the best 
judgment of such sheriffs, chiefs of police, or city marshals are persons 
wanted for serious crimes, or are fugitives from justice, or of all sucb 
persons in whose possession at the time of arrest are found goods or 
property reasonably beUeved by such sheriffs, chiefs of police or city mar- 
shals to have been stolen by them; or of all such persons in whose posses- 
sion are found burglar outfits or burglar tools or burglar keys or who have 
in their possession high power explosives reasonably believed to be used 
for unlawful purposes or who are in possession of infernal machines, 
bombs, or other contrivances in whole or in part and reasonably believed 
by said sheriffs, chiefs of police and city marshals to be used for unlawful 
purposes, or of all persons who carry concealed firearms or other deadly 
weapons and reasonably beUeved to be carried for unlawful purposes, or 
who have in their possession inks, dye, paper or other articles necessary 
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in the making of counterfeit bank notes, or in the alteration of bank notes; 
or dies, molds or other articles necessary in the making of counterfeit 
money, and reasonably believed to be used by them for such unlawful 
purposes. This section is by no means intended to include violators 
of city or county ordinances or of persons arrested for other trifling 
offenses. It is further made the duty of the aforesaid sheriffs, chiefs of 
police or city marshals to furnish said bureau daily reports of lost, stolen, 
found, pledged or pawned property received into their respective offices. 

Sec. 9. In order to assist in the recovery of said property and in the 
arrest and prosecution of criminals, it is hereby made the duty of the said 
board of managers of said bureau to keep a complete record of all reports 
filed with the said bureau, of all personal property stolen, lost, found, 
pledged, or pawned in any city or county of this state. 

Sec. 10. To provide for the installation of a proper system, and file, 
and cause to be filed therein cards containing an outline of the method 
of operation employed by criminals in the commission of crime. 

Sec. 11. The board of managers of this bureau shall serve without 
compensation; provided, however , that they shall receive their necessary 
traveling expenses while attending meetings of said board. The salary 
of the superintendent shall be three thousand, six hundred dollars per 
annum; the salaries of the other employees shall be fixed by the board of 
managers subject to the approval of the board of control. The superin- 
tendent and the other employees shall be paid in the same manner and out 
of the same fund as the state officers are paid. [Amended 1921; Statutes 
1921, page 1662.] 

Sec. 12. There is hereby appropriated out of any money in the state 
treasury, not otherwise appropriated, the sum of thirty-six thousand 
doUars, or so much thereof as may be necessary, to be used by said board 
of managers in furnishing, equipping and maintaining the said bureau 
accordance with the provisions of this act, and for the payment of t 
salaries herein provided for, for the fiscal year ending June thirtieth, 
one thousand nine hundred eighteen, and the fiscal year ending June 
thirtieth, one thousand nine hundred nineteen. 

Sec. 13. The state controller is hereby directed to draw warrants in 
favor of the said board of managers at such times and such amounts as 
shall be approved by the state board of control, and the state treasurer is 
hereby directed to pay the same. 

Sec. 14. All furniture, equipment and records now on file and in use 
in the office of the "bureau of criminal identification of the State of 
California," shall become a part of the furniture, equipment and records of 
the "state bureau of criminal identification and investigation,'' im- 
mediately upon the organization of the board of managers as provided 
for in this act. 

Sec. 15. An act entitled, "An act to create a state bureau of criipinal 
identification, and providing for the appointment of a director of said 
bureau, defining his duties and qualifications and powers; providing for 
the appointment of a clerk of said bureau and fixing his qualifications;

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LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL. 

July 1, 1922. 
To His Excellency, 

William D. Stephens, Governor, 

Sacramento, California, 

Sir: We have the honor to transmit to you the biennial report of the 
superintendent of the State Bureau of Criminal Identification and Investi- 
gation for the period ending June 30, 1922. 

Professional criminals will not enter or remain in communities where 
they can not escape apprehension and prosecution for their misdeeds. 
The fact that a particular city or state is dangerous for them to operate 
in, is soon broadcasted through the underworld, and the offender, diflFer- 
ing very little from any other member of society, takes no unnecessary 
chances with his life or liberty. Contraryijbo jpublic opinion^ there are 
manjr competent police organizations and j)olice officials in CaUforQia, 
including sheriffs, constables and policemen. But their efficiency is 
impaired throug h lack of cooperatio n, each unit being obliged under the 
present system, to operat e indepe ndently of the others, and without the 
aid and experience of their fellow workers, frequently discovers — often 
too late — that the professional migratory crook has outwitted the officials 
of the entire state. This difficulty in our police system may in part be 
remedied by a completely equipped state bureau of criminal identifica- 
tion and' investigation, with a sufficient number of suitable employees 
to carry on the activities provided for in the act creating the bureau. 
However, much more could be done to improve our force, and your atten- 
tion is respectfully directed to a resolution passed at the last convention 
of the Peace Officers' Association of California. The resolution requests 
that the board of managers issue a daily bulletin in which would be 
published photographs, desc riptio ns^ method of operation, handwriting 
and other information helpful in identifying murderers, bandits, burglars, 
thieves and other enemies of society, at large and actively plying their 
vicious trade. They further request that the bulletin publish in its 
columns, modern systems of police organization and administrg,tion, 
improvements in record systems, standardized police record forms, inter- 
pretations of California laws, scientific discoveries useful in criminal 
investigation and identification, criminal statistics, studies dealing with 
causes of delinquency, and lastly and most important, methods of prevent- 
ing delinquency. 

The board of managers have studied the situation carefully and believe 
that a daily bulletin will materially aid in merging the several police imits 
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of the state into a single, effective, crime preventive organization. Sheriffs, 
constables and poUcemen would be encouraged to work with and for each 
other, thus unifjdng our defense against the anti-social, reducing to the 
minimum their opportunities to escape apprehension and conviction and 
at the same time, preserving the cherished principle of local control of 
departments. Considering the benefits to be derived, we endorse the 
recommendation made by the superintendent of the bureau for a suflBleient 
appropriation to pubUsh and issue a daily poUce bulletin, and further 
approve the recommendations made by him for additional employees and 
equipment.

REPORT OF THE BUREAU OF CRIMINAL IDENTIFICATION 
AND INVESTIGATION. 



July 1, 1922. 
The Honorable Board of Managers, 

Bureau of Criminal Identification and Investigation, 

Sacramento, California, 

Gentlemen: I have the honor to submit herewith a report of the 
work of the bureau for the seventy-second and seventy-third fiscal years 
ending June 30, 1922. 

The taxpayers have received exceedingly large dividends in proportion 
to the amount expended for the maintenance of the bureau during the 
past two years, as shown by the fact that lost, stolen, and embezzled 
property with an approximatis value of over a miUion dollars has been 
returned to the original owners through information furnished directly 
and indirectly by the bureau. 

Of the 48.672 finger print reco rds of delinquents received, 7573 were 
identified by the bureau as having prior criminal records which were 
unknown to the arresting departments. These identifications have 
unquestionably effected an additional saving of many dollars to the state 
in the number and expense incident to jury trials, for habitual 
delinquents when guilty of the crime charged will frequently waive trial 
and enter a plea of guilty when confronted with record of their prior 
commitments. 

Although the bureau has accompUshed worthy results with the allotted 
appropriations during the past, the activities should be extended to in- 
clude recently devised methods of identification, in addition to the 
present systems maintained. 

To properly carry out these suggestions, and to satisfactorily handle the 
unavoidable increase of work, it is imperative that the following addi- 
tional employees be added to the bureau, at the present salary schedule; 
one identification expert; one finger print clerk; one stenographer and 
three typists. 

Thoroughly qualified and experienced experts in this scientific branch 
of work, are necessary, and in order to secure and retain such experts, 
they must be adequately compensated, therefore, I recommend that the 
salary of the handwriting and microscopal experts be increased to $250 
per month. 

The equipment and supplies essential in continuing the present activi- 
ties of the bureau and the additional experts and clerical force indispens- 
able to properly search, index and file the records received, will require 
the appropriation of $76,340, or so much thereof as is necessary to conduct 
the bureau during the next biennial period. 

Another important crime preventive measure which I desire to call 
to the attention of your honorable board at this time, is the necessity 
for the publication of a police bulletin. The issuing of a dailjr bulletin 
by the bureau to all peace officials in the state, imparting therein any 
and all important information concerning crimes committed and criminals 
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operating within the borders of the state, would be a most important 
factor in minimizing crime. 

Inasmuch as the inauguration of such a bulletin would necessitate an 
amendment of the present act creating the bureau, 1 recommend that 
such an amendment be submitted to our next legislative bodies for 
approval, and that such amendment carry a special appropriation of 
$50,000 or so much thereof as is necessary for the publication and dis- 
tribution of such a daily bulletin. 

In closing, I desire to thank the board of managers of the bureau, the 
executive officials of the state and the peace officers, wardens and 
identification experts of the United States, Canada and foreign countries, 
for their kind advice and cooperation. Their splendid support has 
materially aided in the successful upbuilding of the California State 
Bureau of Criminal Identification and Investigation.

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A MODERN BUREAU OF IDENTIFICATION 

The following charts, prepared by C. S. Morrill, Superintendent, 
California State Bureau of Criminal Identification and Investigation, 
illustrating efficient and scientific methods of searching, recording and 
filing criminal records in a modern bureau of criminal identification and 
investigation, were presented to and approved by the International 
Association of Chiefs of Police at their annual convention held in San 
Francisco, June 19-22, 1922: 
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ANALYSIS OF CHARTS. 



The bureau should be subdivided into five functional divisions as 
follows: CJorrespondence Division (Chart I), Criminal Record Division 
(Chart II), Lost, Stolen and Pawned Property Division, which also 
contains records of firearms sold in the State (Chart III), Laboratory 
and Research Division (Chart IV) and Auditing and Statistical Division 
(Chart V). . 

Under Correspondence Division (Chart I), general mail matter, incom- 
ing, should first go to the private secretary for segregation, then to 
superintendent, from him to heads of divisions, who will cause search 
to be made in proper files. After such search, the heads of divisions will 
dictate to stenographers whatever additional information is necessary 
to be added to records before filing, thereafter causing all records received 
to be indexed and filed imder their respective systems. 

All outgoing mail concerning bulletins, confidential information, 
criminal correspondence, general correspondence, criminal identification, 
property identification, criminal photographs, miscellaneous photographs 
or results of oflSce investigations shall be dictated by heads of divisions 
to stenographers, who must after writing, forward to superintendent or 
secretary in order that they may be thoroughly familiar with all transac- 
tions of the bureau. . 

Criminal Record Division (Chart II). A, B, C and D consists of the 
records of criminals received for comparison, identification and filing. 

A-1, B, C-1, D-1 and E-1 — Manner imder which all criminal records 
received are segregated. 

A-2 — Kind of circulars received. 

A-3 — Indexing and filing systems, with subdivisions maintained for 
circulars. 

A, B, C — Results obtained by searching of files where prior records 
are contained therein. 

A, B, C-5 — Way identifications may be made and credited. 

A, B, C-&-;-Method employed by the bureau in keeping the record 
of individuals or mobs whose records are received at the bureau from 
time to time. Whenever information is received at the bureau con- 
cerning such individuals or mobs operating throughout the State, such 
information should be published in a bulletin mailed to all police ofl&cilils 
in the State daily. 

B, C-2 — Manner in which finger print records should be cheeked in at 
bureau. 

B-3 — Indexing and filing systems for finger prints and Bertillon 
cards. 

D-2 — Method of recording and filing photographs. 

D-3 — Segregation to be made of photographs of criminals who commit 
a particular crime. 

D-4— Subdivision of such albums. 

D-5, D-6 — Identifications from photographs, made only by recog- 
nition. 

E-2 — Classes of crimes committed which should be reported to bureau* 

E-3 — Further segregation of crimes to be reported. 
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E-4 — Modus Operandi information which should be contained in 
every report of crime made. 

E-6 — Statistical records which should be kept appertaining to all 
crimes reported. 

E-6 — ^Manner of indexing, cross indexing and filing of all reports of 
crime. 

Lost, Stolen and Pawned 'Property Division (Chart III) consists of 
A, circulars of lost, stolen and embezzled property, pawn shop second 
hand store reports and firearms sold by any dealer in the State. 

A-1 — Subjects of which records are kept, with further subdivision on 
showing method of indexing and filing. 

A-2 — ^All reports of thefts of automobiles or motorcycles should be 
recorded in the State Bureau and copies recorded in the central and all 
branch oflSces of the Motor Vehicle Department as a check against re- 
registration or transfer of stolen or embezzled cars. 

A-3-^List of stolen property reported to bureau which should be 
broadcasted by radio daily, also published in daily bulletin. 

Laboratory and Research Division (Chart IV). A, B, C, D and E 
represent work to be handled by this Division. 

A-1 — Docmnents to be examined by handwriting experts. 

A-2 — Kind of docmnents examined. 

A-3 — Further subdivision of kind of documents. 

A-4 — Important parts of all questioned docmnents to be examined. 

A-5 — Signatures of persons received upon finger print cards. 

A-6 — Comparisons of all signatures to be made with all questioned 
docimients on file. 

A-7 — Indexing and filing methods for such docmnents. 

A-8 — Subdivision of indexing filing system of handwriting charac- 
teristics (Lee and Abbey System). 

A-9 — Further subdivision of handwriting classification, made by use of 
different colored index cards. 

A-10 — Method by which handwriting identifications may be made. 

A-11 — Certain results to be published in daily bulletin. 

B-1 — Work that must be accomplished under the subject of 
photography. 

B-2 — Subjects necessary to photograph in any bureau. 

B-3 — Copies to be forwarded to peace officers upon request. 

C-1 — Subdivision of subject of microscopy. 

C-2 — List of subjects to be examined. 

C-3 — Interlineations, etc., that appear upon questioned docmnents and 
which must be examined by the aid of photomicrography. 

D-1, D-3 and D-4 — Kind of businesses or manufacturers who maintain 
private marks which are always valuable in identification and investiga- 
tion work, and many times the only mark of identification or clew, 
especially in cases of murder or unidentified dead. 

D-2, D-5 — Method of indexing and filing such marks or codes. 

D-6— All secret codes of organizations which may be received at 
bureau should be filed under the Dewey Decimal System. 

D-8 — All information received at bureau concerning these marks 
or codes should be published in daily bulletin for the benefit, of peace 
officers. 

Under the Subject E, Sculpture. 
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E-1 — Rebuilding or restoration of mummified or decomposed bodies of 
unidentified dead, together with plaster casts of boot or shoe prints. 

Auditing and Statistical Division (Chart V). 

A — Appropriations for maintenance of bureau. 

A-1, A-3, A-5, A-7 — Objects of appropriation. 

A-2, A-4, A-6, A-8 — Further segregation of each subject. 

A-9 — Budgets which should be prepared by auditing department of 
bureau, showing A-10 — approximate biennial, annual, quarterly and 
monthly expenses. 

B — All classes of reports and records which are received at bureau and 
of which accurate statistics should be kept, and should be subdivided 
under B-1 — Location from which they are received. 

B-2 — Nature. of all such letters, reports and records received. 

B-3 — Segregation of all matters received, dispatched or filed by the 
bureau. 

B-4 — Further segregation of work to be kept daily, monthly,- semi- 
annually, or biennially, and further showing where such reports should 
be forwarded. 

A and B are a few of the results which may be obtained by the statis- 
tician in keeping of statistical records in a State Bureau of all reports 
concerning crime and crinfiinals in the State. Occasional publication of 
such statistical figures that are possible to obtain from these records, 
will ultimately result in the reduction of crime in any state to an absolute 
minimum. * 
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MODUS OPERANDI. 

Forms in use by sheriffs' offices and police departments in furnishing 
information to the bureau regarding the Modus Operandi employed by 
the habitual criminal in the commission of a particular crime. All such 
reports received are indexed under the Findex System.

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LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL. 



To His Excellency, 

Friend Wm. Richardson, Governor, 
Sacramento, California. 

Sir : We have the honor to transmit to you the biennial report of the 
superintendent of the Bureau of Criminal Identification and Investiga- 
tion for the period ending June 30, 1924. 

The investigation of crime and apprehension of criminals is not 
necessarily a local matter, and the problem is not confined to the city 
or the county in which the crime has been committed, therefore, interest 
in crime should be widespread because criminals are migratory in 
character and move from place to place, aided by the use of automobiles 
and other means of rapid transportation. 

Obviously, no county can aflford to maintain the equipment and 
personnel necessary for a complete supervision of crime and a well 
coordinated system of records for criminal identification and appre- 
hension. Moreover, it would be utterly impractical and well nigh 
impossible for municipalities and counties to duplicate criminal records 
in sufficient numbers to furnish each of the several municipalities and 
counties with copies of their local records. 

The State Bureau as at present conducted, is the reeipient of copies 
of all original complaints received by the offiicers of the various localities, 
pawnshop records, writing exemplars, copies of worthless checks and 
spurious documents generally, finger prints, and in some cases Bertil- 
lon records, photographs of suspects and criminals, and general informa- 
tion useful to the peace officers of the state, in their efforts to identify 
and apprehend criminal offenders. 

Attention is called to the fact that records of articles pawned or 
pledged in pawnshops alone, for the year, number 1,250,000. Typing, 
indexing and filing these records requires considerable clerical labor, 
the expense of which is too great to be borne by any municipality or 
county. Assuming that the municipalities were willing to bear the 
expense, it would be impossible for them to maintain a complete pawn- 
shop record file such as the file now maintained by the State Bureau, for 
the reason that there are no duplicate copies of pawnshop records 
available. This particular piece of work is one of the most important 
with which the State Bureau has to deal, and through these pawnshop 
records not only has the State Bureau been enabled to recover nearly 
a mdllion dollars worth of stolen property during the past two years, 
but in addition thereto, descriptions of the individuals who sold or 
pledged the articles were obtained from the pawnshop records which 
subsequently led to the arrest of criminals. 

From the statistical report of the superintendent it will be observed 
that the bureau is receiving 26,000 finger prints annually, and judging^ 
by the experience of municipal bureaus, the number of prints received 
yrill grow in proportion to the increase of population of the state. And 
again a note must be made of the fact that municipalities or counties are 
not equipped to care for this number of finger prints, and even though 
they were equipped to classify and file this number, they would W 
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immediately handicapped for the reason that each city and each county 
would have to make records of each individual arrested in sufficient 
numbers to satisfactorily meet the demands of the counties and munici- 
palities. 

Professional criminals are but a very small part of the population of 
a state. Their activities however, are not confined to any particular 
locality, and moving about as they do, presents a serious problem to the 
peace officers. When their modus operaaidi, or what is commonly known 
as their method of operation when committing criminal offenses, is 
forwarded to the state clearing house and an identification is made, an 
alarm is spread throughout the state and their operations are soon ter- 
minated, thus reducing the actual number of crimes committed by 
criminals. For example, a burglar enters a home after midnight and 
steals money from the trousers pockets of the master of the home. At 
least two points of identification are here noted ; first, the fact that the 
man enters after midnight, and secondly, that he confines his attention 
to money in trousers pockets. Other points, of course, are noted, but 
these two are often sufficient for identification purposes. If the criminal 
has a previous record, through his method of operation an identification 
is quickly made at the State Bureau, and when he operates again in 
another city, or even in the same city, the peace officers become 
acquainted with the offender's identity through the efforts of the State 
Bureau, hence there are more chances for apprehension than if his 
identity were not known. Another fact to consider ; assuming that after 
he operates in Los Angeles, and the next point of attack is in a city 
directly north of Los Angeles, it would be evident that the criminal is 
moving toward San Francisco. All the cities between those two points 
are advised in advance of the anticipated call of the night prowler, by 
the State Bureau. There is nothing theoretical about this, it is practical 
police work and is now being done every day in the State of California 
through the agency of the State Bureau, within the limited means at 
its command. 

From the foregoing, it is clear to us that the State Bureau must 
function as a clearing house for the criminal records of the state ; that 
no city or county can afford to maintain such a bureau, and even though 
they were able financially to do so, it would be utterly impossible for 
them to obtain the necessary records, nor could they perform the services 
of a State Bureau. 

Prior to the establishment of the State Bureau of Criminal Identifica- 
tion and Investigation, each police unit and sheriff's office stood separ- 
ately and alone. It is true that there was a certain cordial feeling 
existing between the various peace officers of the state, and a willingness 
to cooperate with each other, but lack of physical equipment and in 
some cases the actual absence of knowledge of scientific identification 
methods, and particularly the absence of a medium of interchange of 
information regarding criminals, conspired to prevent efficiency in the 
identification and apprehension of evil doers. 

No city or county is sufficient in itself in the fight against the crooks, 
and in the present day we are more dependent upon each other than 
ever before in the history of this nation. The State Bureau serves the 
purpose of bringing together in one office information useful to all police 
officials throughout the state who are combating the activities of the 
burglar, robber, murderer and other desperate criminals. The bureau 
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has also served to unify the police units and sheriff's offices of the state 
and instead of isolated and poorly functioning defenders of the public, 
the peace officers are now a more homogeneous organization, better 
equipped to deal with criminals than ever before. 

In view of the increased demands made upon the bureau for informa- 
tion by the peace officers of the state, due to the rapid growth in popula- 
tion, we urge a modest increase in our budget for the next biennial 
period. This budget does not include any elaborate plans for extension, 
but does provide for a natural and substantial development of the 
bureau along the most conservative lines, in order that the maximum of 
efficiency may be maintained with the least possible cost to the people of 
this state. The budget, as submitted will allow for a practical expansion 
of the work of the bureau, in order that wfe may keep abreast of the 
times and meet the urgent demands of the peace officers of this state, to 
minimize the depredations of society's enemy, the criminal. 

The peace officers of the state and the board of managers of the State 
Bureau of Criminal Identification and Investigation are indebted to you 
for your kindly consideration of our needs in the past, and for the 
support accorded to the bureau. That your judgment is not wanting 
in this respect is shown by the esteem in which the bureau is held by 
prominent officials in other cities. We quote from the annual report 
of the Prison Association of New York, 1923 : 

' * In Massachusetts, a State Bureau of Identification was established 
under the State Department of Correction, in 1916, at the suggestion 
of the police chiefs. The Massachusetts authorities have given the 
following advice, viz: *I would say that for the best advantage of all 
concerned, a separate bureau like that maintained in California would 
be the best for public protection. Such a bureau if established in your 
state would soon pay for its operation. Should you be successful in 
establishing a bureau in your state, we would be glad, to cooperate in 
the apprehension of some of your parole violators.' "

State Bureau of Criminal Identification and Investigation,

Gentlemen : I have the honor to submit herewith the report of the 
operations of the bureau for the biennial period ending June 30, 1924. 

Perusal of the statistics set forth therein clearly demonstrates that an 
exceptional large dividend, upon the appropriations allotted for the 
support and maintenance of the bureau, has been returned to the 
citizens through the recovery of stolen property and by the identifica- 
tion of habitual offenders. 

Stolen property valued at approximately one million dollars was 
recover-ed and returned to the original owners through information 
furnished directly or indirectly by the bureau. 

Eighteen thousand seven hundred thirteen (18,713) persons out of a 
total of fifty-five thousand and forty-one (55,041) delinquents whose 
finger print records and descriptions were received at the bureau during 
the two fiscal years, were identified as having prior records. These 
identifications unquestionably accomplished additional saving to the 
state in the number and expense contingent to jury trials. 

Six hundred forty-nine (649) of those identified as habitual offenders 
\Vere escapes from crime correctional institutions and six hundred six- 
teen (616) of these fugitives were escapes from penal institutions out- 
side of this state. The identification by the bureau and extradition of 
these delinquents to their respective institutions, eliminated an addi- 
tional expense in the cost of prosecution and confinement in California. 

From two thousand nine hundred forty-nine (2949) forged or fraudu- 
lent checks submitted to the handwriting division of the bureau for 
examination, amounting to approximately $155,000, four hundred 
thirty-one (431) forgers and fraudulent check operators were identified 
through the handwriting appearing upon the documents submitted. 
These identifications enabled the police officials to effect an immediate 
apprehension of the operators, thereby checking the activities of the 
individuals who had become a serious menace to all lines of business in 
the state. 

While the bureau has continued to accomplish, worthy results with 
the appropriations allotted in the past, provisions must be made to 
handle the inevitable increase of work due to the accumulation of valu- 
able records now on file that can not be discarded, and to the multiplica- 
tion of requests from police officials who have learned the value of the 
bureau as a medium in assisting in the identification and apprehension 
of delinquents. 

To continue the operation of the bureau upon an efiicient and effective 
basis, it is imperative that the following additional employees be added 
to the bureau at the present salary schedule: one identification expert^ 
one stenofirrapher and five typists. 
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Your attention is called to the necessity of securing and retaining 
qualified and experienced experts in this scientific branch of work. In 
order to do so it is essential that they be adequately compensated, there- 
fore, I recommend that this subject be given due consideration by your 
honorable board. 

Equipment and supplies necessary in continuing the present activities 
of the bureau and additional experts and clerical force necessary to 
properly search, index and file the records received will require the 
appropriation of $81,548.86, or so much thereof as is necessary to con- 
duct the bureau during the seventy-seventh and seventy-eighth fiscal 
y-ears. 

In conclusion, I desire to thank the honorable board of managers of 
the bureau, executive officials of the state, all peace officers and identi- 
fication experts of the United States, Canada and foreign countries, for 
their kind assistance and cooperation.

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LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL 



Sacramento, August 30, 1928. 
To His Excellency, 

C. C. Young, Oovernor, 
Sacramento, California, 

We take considerable pride in presenting to you the report of the 
• Superintendent of the Bureau of Criminal Identification and Investi- 
gation, and particularly call your attention to the statistical report 
which is appended thereto. 

It will be observed from the statistical and superintendent's reports 
that the bureau is functioning more efficiently than was predicted by 
its promoters. The bureau, during the past year, has been installed in 
new quarters which are well lighted and peculiarly adapted for the 
work at hand. Adequate provisions have been made for the bureau 
employees to conduct their business under most favorable working con- 
ditions. 

We believe that additional employees should be provided the bureaii 
in order that the superintendent may carry out one of the original 
purposes, namely, the filing of all pawnshop records in this central 
clearing house for criminal records. It is true that over half a million 
dollars worth of property was recovered by the bureau during the past 
two years, but with an extension of the work, we feel reasonably certain 
that the amount may be considerably increased. Approximately fifteen 
additional clerks will be needed to type and file ail second-hand and 
pawnshop records, and records of lost and stolen property which are 
reported to the bureau during the year. 

We are of the opinion that the arm of the law may be considerably 
strengthened by attaching to the bureau a Section of Investigation, 
this section to consist of professionally trained criminal investigators 
who would confine their efforts entirely to the investigation of major 
crimes committed in the state. These investigators would assist munici- 
palities and counties when called upon by officials and would also take 
up the pursuit of habitual criminals known to be operating in the 
state. In this connection, it should be noted that investigators of this 
character would not be used for the investigation of minor crimes, but 
only for major crimes or the activities of habitual criminals. 

Attention is called to the need for closer coordination of the existing 
law enforcement agencies now organized for the purpose of suppressing 
crime. This may be accomplished by the use of appliances for com- 
municating with all departments through a central agency. The Tele- 
type offers the means for rapid apprehension and identification of 
criminals. This means of communication is absolutely necessary in this 
period where rapid transportation facilities are at hand for any person, 
and where the criminal operating in a southern city one day may 
operate in a northern city the next. Roads are constantly used by 
criminals to travel from one city to another. The Teletype offers a 
method of keeping check on their activities. It has been suggested that 
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this is the business of the several counties, but statewide Teletype 
service is impossible without the aid of the state. The central dis- 
tributing plant should be placed in the Bureau of Criminal Identifica- 
tion and Investigation, and the superintendent should have the power 
to direct the type of messages that would be permitted to be trans- 
mitted over the system. The Teletype may be used as a means of com- 
municating lists of automobiles stolen each day throughout the state ; 
descriptions of major offenders who are wanted by oflScials in and out 
of the state ; also it may be employed to transmit information of impor- 
tance to peace oflScials. 

The business of apprehending and identifying criminals is growing 
more and more difficult each year. Criminals are not the stupid, 
idiotic individuals that some people believe them to be, but in many 
cases are crafty and difficult to apprehend. They do not hesitate to 
employ scientific methods, and during the past few years such methods 
actually have been employed by them in the commission of crimes and 
in destroying the evidence thereof. 

We, therefore, believe that a scientific laboratory should be attached 
to the state bureau, wherein all problems referable to the chemical 
analyst and ballistic expert may be sent for examination. Such a 
laboratory would supply to the most remote community the very best 
scientific service. At least two and possibly three employees would be 
necessary to put the laboratory on a working foundation. 

California has cause to be proud of the bureau as it is now conducted 
and maintained. Its achievements since the day of its creation have 
been outstanding. The board, however, believes that this state can be 
served better by an extension of the bureau's activities, facilities and 
equipment. 

In conclusion, we desire to express our deep appreciation to you 
and your entire administration for the interest manifested and support 
accorded to the bureau.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT CALIFORNIA STATE BUREAU 
OF CRIMINAL IDENTIFICATION AND INVESTIGATION 



Sacramento, August 6, 1928. 
Honorable Board of Managers, 

State Bureau of Criminal Identification and Investigation^ 
Sacramento, California* 

Gentlemen: Report of the work of the bureau for the biennial 
period ending June 30, 1928, is submitted herewith. Exceedingly large 
dividends, in proportion to the amount invested by the state for the 
support and maintenance during the past two years, have been returned 
to the taxpayers through the recovery and return to rightful owners 
of stolen and embezzled property, valued in excess of a half -million 
dollars. Information leading to the recovery of the above amount of 
property was due directly and indirectly to the efforts of the bureau. 

Of the 98,535 finger print records of persons arrested, received in 
the bureau for classification and comparison, 42,667 were identified and 
verified as being habitual law offenders. These identifications have 
unquestionably effected an additional saving of thousands of dollars 
to the state in the number of and expense incidental to jury trials. 
Reports of felonious crimes committed within the state numbering 
132,685 were received, analyzed and filed according to the method of 
operation employed by the perpetrator of the crime. A great many 
of these cases have been solved and the perpetrators apprehended 
through identifications furnished directly through the modus operandi 
system maintained by the bureau. 

Forgers and fraudulent check operators numbering 3296 were identi- 
fied and verified by the handwriting appearing upon questioned docu- 
ments submitted to the handwriting and laboratory section of the 
bureau for examination. Tn the majority of these cases, these identifi- 
cations were of great value to police officials in effecting the immediate 
apprehension of the guilty delinquents. 

Of those identified as habitual offenders 970 were either escapes, 
parole violators, or fugitives from justice; many of them were escapes 
from penal institutions outside this state. Identification led to their 
extradition and return to the respective institutions from which they . 
escaped, thereby eliminating the expense of prosecution and confinement 
in California prisons. 

The amount of work accomplished by the bureau during the past 
two years is indeed noteworthy, and the results obtained are remakable 
when one takes into consideration the vastly magnified crime situation 
and the almost meager provision existing to handle the increase. In 
the lost and stolen section alone, for the 81st and 82d fiscal years, 
with additional clerical labor which has been requested in the biennial 
budget (to index, segregate, search and fije the enormous number of 
rep'orts received), the bureau could identify and cause to be 
returned to rightful owners property far in excess of the half -million 
dollars worth returned during the past biennial period. 
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On account of the large accumulation of finger print records in file, 
and th^ inevitable increase of finger prints received daily, it is 
impossible for the present force of finger print experts properly to 
classify, search and file the finger print records received by the bureau. 
Recently we had to request several out of state institutions (whose 
records of paroled and discharged delinquents are of inestimable value 
to crime prevention and apprehension in California) to refrain from 
sending us such records because of the limited number of finger print 
experts assigned to this work in the bureau, and due to their inability 
to do justice to both the records received from departments in the 
state and those received from out of state institutions. 

The value of the single finger print system, compiled for the purpose 
of identifying criminals who leave this positive telltale evidence at the 
scene of their crime, has been proven beyond any question of a doubt, 
and additional employees are necessary for the extension of this system. 

The operation of the modus operandi section suffers similarly. 
Many crimes have been solved, and the habitual offenders who commit 
a particular crime (and in doing so employ some peculiar method by 
which they can be identified) have been brought to justice through 
information developed by this system and furnished to peace officials. 
With a few additional employees, this system could be elaborated upon 
and many more crimes could be solved. 

The number of identifications in the handwriting and laboratory 
section could be increased very materially through the addition of 
another handwriting expert and a junior handwriting expert. The 
monetary loss to business men in this state, through the medium 
of fraudulent and forged checks, is enormous. Increasing the per- 
sonnel of this section will mean greater efficiency in the identification 
and apprehension of this class of delinquents, thereby cutting down 
their period of criminal activity. 

The number and nature of specimens of evidence received at the 
bureau for chemical and microscopical examination and anaylsis most 
assuredly justifies the installation of a well equipped laboratory and 
the employment of a chemist and a consulting expert thoroughly 
familiar with cases involving firearms, ammunition and ballistics. 

The task of compiling valuable statistical data regarding the opera- 
tions of the bureau has heretofore been assigned to a clerk in the 
bureau. However, the growth of the number and nature of records, 
reports, etc., received, together with other statistics concerning crimes 
and criminals (which would be of incalculable value in reducing crime) 
has reached the point when it is essential that a qualified statistician 
be employed for this work. 

Your attention is called to the fact that the State Civil Service Com- 
mission recently made a survey and reclassification of the scientific and 
technical positions in the bureau. A very appropriate readjustment 
of salaries for these positions also was adopted by this body. The 
positions and salaries are set forth as follows: 

Salary, inclusive 
Identification expert (superintendent of the bureau) — _ $300 to $400 

Handwriting expert 215 to 290 

Modus operandi expert 200 to 275 

Finger print expert ^ 175 to 250 
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Salary inclusive 

Junior handwriting expert 160 to 200 

Junior modus operandi expert 150 to 190 

Junior finger print expert 140 to 170 

The equipment and supplies necessary to maintain the present effi- 
ciency of the bureau and partially to provide for the anticipated 
increase, together with the number of additional employees essential 
appropriately to carry out the functions of the bureau as outlined, 
will require an appropriation of $61,461.54 in excess of the previous 
biennial budget. 

In conclusion, I desire to thank the honorable board of managers 
of the bureau, executive officials of the state, all peace officers and 
identification experts of the United States, Canada and other foreign 
countries, for their kind assistance and cooperation, without which the* 
bureau would have been seriously handicapped.
